It is with deep regret that INA nust report the death of Proféssor 
R, E. Davis in Chicago May 4. just six days after becoming il1 suddenly 
wnile attending the convention at which he was one of the two principal 
speakers end where he was honored by being chosen CSNS president. Fe 
became ill Sunday morning, the 28th, but felt better later anid insistec 
on reading his paper on "Civil War Media of Exchange" at the barquet 
that noon. ft was characteristic of Mr. Davis that he tried. to carry 
on despite his lilness, which grew worse later that day, He returns 
home Monday afternoon, however, when it was thought he was improving, 
Thursday, in Chicago, his condition continued to grow worse, until h% 
was reported his condition was critical and little hope was held for 
his recovery. He died early Saturday morning, the 4th, and services 
were neld Monday afternoon, May 6. Needless to say, numerous floval 
and written tributes were sent by @riends unable to.attend last rites, 
Rurton Saxton of Cedar Rapids, long time friend of Professor Davis, 
went to the funeral, The two men had met at the convention here and 
enjoyed the gathering together.
